QUESTION: To whom does the word “reverend” in 
Psalm 111:9 refer, and why?—Mrs. William T. Brown, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 


T HE REFERENCE is to God. Incidentally this 
is the only time the word “reverend” is used in the 
Scriptures. It comes from the Hebrew word “yare” which 
implies respect mingled with fear. It could broadly be 
understood as awe or worship. The meaning is that the 
name of the Lord. should be regarded with an attitude 
of respect and fear, or actually reverence and worship. 
Because the only time the word reverend is used in the 
Scriptures is a time it refers to God, many persons object 
to the modern day usage of the word. It has come to be 
a title of respect for ministers. How this came about is 
obvious, since ministers are the spokesmen for God; how- 
ever, there is no scriptural basis for the modern usage.

FORNICATION IS unchastity before mar- 
riage. In most places in the Scriptures it is regarded to 
be synonymous with adultery which is unchastity after 
marriage. The common interpretation is that infidelity 
or unchastity at any time gives grounds for divorce. 


QUESTION: Explain about the millennial reign and 
the great tribulation. When will these take place?—Buddy 
Hood, Barbados, British West Indies. 


T HE GREAT tribulation is a period of approx- 
imately seven years when the earth and those who are 
here will be subjected to such tribulation as has never 
been known before.

HE FIRST ISSUE of the Church of God Evangel 
} was printed forty-six years ago this week. At 
that time, its full name was The Evening Light 
and Church of God Evangel, but this was shortened to 
its present name exactly one year later. The General 
Overseer of the Church was editor of the eight-page 
biweekly publication, which came into being after about 
two years of planning. A committee composed of A. J. 
Tomlinson, M. S. ‘Lemons, F. J. Lee, T. L. McLain, Sam 
C. Perry, A. J. Lawson, and George T. Brouayer arranged 
for the publication and served as a publishing commit- 
tee. The original purpose of the paper was to carry re- 
ports of the Church work, announcements from the Gen- 
eral Overseer, sermons by the preachers, and testimonies 
by the members. There has never been any change in 
this purpose. 

The first issue contained articles by several ministers, 
prominent at that time. Most of them had to do with 
the Pentecostal blessing. A sermon by. Dr. A. J. Gordon 
on “God’s Tenth” was reprinted from an unknown source. 
There were also numerous testimonies and reports from 
locai churches. 

During the years 1907, 1908, and 1909 the Pentecostal 
movement was just beginning to spread in earnest across 
the country. Along about 1910 a good number of Pente- 
costal periodicals had appeared. The Evangel, beginning 
March 1, 1910, followed the general pattern and purpose 
of the earliest Pentecostal periodicals. During the inter- 
vening years, most of the Pentecostal papers that pre- 
ceded the Evangel have dropped by the wayside or have 
been replaced by newer periodicals. This leaves the 
Evangel as one of the oldest Pentecostal papers in print 
today. Not only is it one of the oldest Pentecostal periodi- 
cals, but it makes the Editorial Department one of the 
earliest departments of the Church of God. 

The publication of the Evangel came after twenty- 
rour years of Church of God history (the Church had 
been organized in 1886). It was in 
this year of publication, 1910, that

at each General Assembly to help make up the annual 
deficit. The subscription rate of 50c a year could not pos- 
sibly cover the cost of printing. During 1914 the Evangel 
was changed to a weekly publication and has remained 
so to the present time. The subscription price was also 
increased, but at no time through the years has the 
Evangel been fully self-supporting. It was not until 1915 
that the editor even received pay for his work. 

For a good number of years the Evangel pages were 
tabloid or newspaper size. The headlines of the paper 
were very much like those of most metropolitan news- 
papers. About 1931, the Evangel was reduced to its present 
magazine size. 


IN 1917, THE CHURCH began the publica- 
tion of its own Sunday School literature, tracts, and 
booklets. For twelve years the modest work was done 
under the direction of the General Overseer. F. J. Lee, a 
young minister of the Church, assisted considerably in 
the preparation of the Sunday School and Evangel ma- 
terial. In 1922, J. S. Llewellyn was elected Editor and 
Publisher, but the General Overseer continued to pre- 
pare the Sunday School material. 

At first, the Church rented a tiny frame building, 
twenty by thirty feet, for its scant printing purposes. As 
the publishing interests of the Church increased, three 
additions were made to. the original building. S. W. Lati- 
mer, M: W. Letsinger, and E. C. Clark were elected Editor 
and: Publisher successively in this tiny building. Under 
the guidance of Clark, a modern publishing plant was 
erected. This was completed in 1935 at a cost of more 

than $26,000. With its equipment,

the first missionary went out under 
the auspices of the Church of God. 
The publication preceded by eight 
years the formation of the first 
Church of God Bible School, which 
began ‘in 1918. It preceded by ten 
years the opening of a Church of 
God orphanage, which was begun 
in 1920. This gives some indication 
of the importance attached to the 
printed word by the Church in 
those formative days. The Evangel 
was published under some difficulty 
from the very beginning. No funds 
ere available with which to un-

it was one of the finest religious 
publishing houses in the South. 
Soon this building became obsolete 
and was replaced by the present 
building in 1954. 


Looking over the table of editors, 
it is observed that in 1931-1932 and 
1933-1934 the editor served concur- 
rently as Assistant General Over- 
seer. This was an impossible plan 
and failed both times. Only two edi- 
tors have ever returned to the posi- 
tion after once leaving it—S. W. 
Latimer and E. C. Clark. 


The tenure of E. L. Simmons as 
Editor and Publisher brought a new 
readability to the publication. The 
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use of pictures was more freely employed. The format 
was slightly modified, and a lively editorial style was 
used. Simmons was succeeded by J. H. Walker, who in 
turn was succeeded by J. D. Bright. These men did a 
commendable work with the Evangel. Since 1952, the 
Evangel has been under the present editorship. 

| The office of Editor-in-Chief has undergone a number 
of changes through the years. Until 1946, the editor also 
served as business manager of the publishing plant and 
was called Editor and Publisher. When the plant became 
too large for this combination of duties to be practical, 
the office of business manager was created in order to 
relieve the editor of some-responsibility. At various times 
through the years, the editor has served as a member of 
the Executive Committee: specifically, 1922 to 1926; 1932 
to 1944. This has caused some division of responsibility 
and has prohibited, to a degree, the proper development 
of the editorial interests of the Church. 

For the past four years, the office has again been a 
member of the Executive Committee, but it is scheduled 
to be freed of this double responsibility at the coming 
Assembly. 

A good numberof progressive editorial programs and 
policies are now being planned. The. future should see 
the Evangel and our other Church of God publications 
taking an even more prominent part in the modern 
Pentecostal field. 

There is indication that a new emphasis is being 
placed, generally; on the power of the written word. At 
least twice, recently, there has come to my attention ac- 
cusations that the Pentecostal people are making no sub- 
stantial contributions to the journalistic field of the 
Christian movement.-Our emphasis in the past has ad- 
mittedly been one of immediacy rather than of concrete 
contributions to the future. This means that we have 
emphasized the pulpit, the classroom, and even the choir 
above the written word. We should remember that if the 
sermons of Christ and of Paul had not been written 
down by someone they would not exist for us today. 
Everything that we say in the classroom and preach from 
the pulpit is based upon that which has been written. 

Now, there comes a new recognition of the power and 
the permanence of Christian journalism. 1956 bids to be 
the greatest year in the history of the Church of God 
concerning our editorial endeavors. If the Lord should 
tarry, there is every reason to believe that a few years 
hence the Church of God will be as prominent for its 
journalistic efforts as it already is in other fields.

On this 46th Anniversary of the Evangel, I am happy to give 
you some idea of our small beginning here at General Headquarters. 
1 first heard of the Church of God in 1921, and came to the 
Publishing House to work in the Printing Department as proof- 
reader in 1924. Since then, I have worked in several offices here 
and have enjoyed having a part in this great work. 


GENERAL OFFICES 


The General Overseer’s and General Secretary’s Departments 
are known as “The General Offices.” 

In 1927 I was transferred to this department to work as a secre- 
tary. The staff, at that time, consisted of three persons: The 
General Overseer, General Secretary-Treasurer, and the office 
secretary. 

The General Overseei’s office was one room about 12 by 12 feet. 
In addition to his many responsibilities as General Overseer, he 
compiled all the Sunday School literature. Many times, he was 
in his office at midnight, working or praying. 

The General Secretary-Treasurer’s office was about 16 by 20 feet. 
In this room ail the church reports and ministers’ reports—as 
well as all other general records—were kept. The Gereral Secretary's 
duties varied widely and required long hours. Brother Boehmer 
worked late almost every night and arose early in the mornings 
to go to the office and build a fire in preparation for work at 
7:00 a.m. The reason he did his own janitor work was to use every 
precaution against the church’s records being destroyed by fire, 
as the only source for heat was a coal heater. 

The office secretary worked for both officials, assisting in which- 
ever office the work was more urgent.

The Publishing House force. In April, 1927, I came to 
Cleveland, Tennessee, for the first time, arriving on the 
noon train from New Orleans, Louisiana. After lunch at 
the home of J. S. Llewellyn, who was then the Editor and 
Publisher, I was taken to the Church of God Publishing 
House on Gaut Street. It took only a few minutes to in- 
troduce me to the entire force—some fifteen or eighteen 
persons. I went to work that very afternoon, and I have 
had plenty to do here ever since. 

I started as a copy-preparer, proofreader, receptionist, 
and secretary to the Editor and Publisher. The copy pre- 
paring included the typing of all materials to be printed, 
as well as the correcting of them. The proofreading, of 
course, included two readings after the type had been set. 
One other girl helped with the typing and proofreading, 
and a little later, when a Music Editor was added, she 
was his secretary. Aside from the duties already named, 
the two of us addressed the labels for mailing out all 
the Sunday School literature orders. 


The Editor and Publisher (whose duties also included 
those of business manager for a number of years), the 
bookkeeper, the other girl and I made up the office force 
of the Publishing House until the Music Editor and a 
helper in the bookkeeping office were added.

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The business of the House has expanded in different 
ways—circulation of publications, number of periodicals 
printed, etc.—but as far back as 1927, to say the least, we 
were printing the Evangel weekly, song books, tracts, 
quite a few books and other job work, and Sunday School 
literature as follows: Adult Quarterly, Junior Quarterly, 
Primary Quarterly, and Picture Cards for the Beginners. 


From 1927 to this time, the force has grown from fif- 
teen or eighteen to over one hundred, including the em- 
ployees of the General Offices. 


The Church has had nine different Editors and Pub- 
lishers, and I had the privilege of being secretary to all of 
them. Instead of an Editor and Publisher, for nine years 
now we have had an Editor-in-Chief and a Business 
Manager. My work at present is that of editor of our 
Primary literature, but for approximately eighteen years, 
along with other duties until now, I have been writing 
our Sunday School literature for the children. From the 
first, the General Overseer was editor of all the literature. 
Later, the Editor and Publisher began the writing of the 
Sunday School literature. Now we have three full-time 
editors, three part-time editors, and our Editor-in-Chief, 
and we are all kept very busy.

The building. The Publishing House offices in 1927 to- 
taled two. The bookkeeper’s office was on the second 
floor. On the first floor of the old frame building, to the 
left as one walked in through the front door, was the 
other office. Through the center of this office was a 
counter, at one end of which was the only telephone on 
that floor. On one side of this counter was the Editor 
and Publisher’s desk; on the other side was the desk at 
which the other girl, who helped with the proofreading, 
etc., and I worked. This office, as well as the rest of the 
building, was heated with a coal heater, and in and 
around the loosely fitting windows, we got plenty of 
fresh air. 

Things went pretty much the same for the first seven 
years after I came here, or until 1934, when we moved 
from the old frame building on Gaut Street to our new 
brick building on Montgomery Avenue. This was a great 
improvement, and we were all happy. But as the work 
kept growing; there was much shifting about to make 
room for other help, until at last we grew out of the sec- 
ond building. Now we have three buildings in one, ex- 
tending from one corner of the block to the other; in 
fact, it oceupies the entire block, including a nice park- 
ing space and taking in the brick building built for our

Orphanage in 1947. The old frame structure on Gaut 
Street could be put into this nice, new, modern, air-con- 
ditioned building several times. The offices of the Pub- 
lishing House alone number eleven, besides the large 
bookkeeping department, the art department, and a nice 
library. 

The Publishing House has always had a prayer room, 
where a short service has been held each morning, and 
we have always prayed that God’s blessings would be up- 
on the publications that we print and mail out from here. 
In 1927 the prayer room was a small unceiled room of 
the old frame building. Today we have a lovely modern 
chapel that boasts blond woodwork, blond pews, an elec- 
tric organ, and a piano. Music, singing, the reading of a 
scripture, and prayer is a wonderful way for our group 
of workers to begin each new day. I am sure we shall 
never know the great benefit the business here, the em- 
ployees, and our friends on the field have derived from 
the services held in our chapel here every day, although 
in years gone by we had to work an extra thirty minutes 
a day, without pay, to make up for the devotion period. 

Privileges and other benefits. It has not always been 
smooth sailing for the Publishing House nor its employees. 
We have had difficulties and discouragements, just as 
others do, but God has wonderfully blessed both the busi- 
ness and the employees. During the years of depression, 
we always had work, and not even one day did we have 
to close our doors. We have continued to grow and grow, 
by His help, and working conditions have been greatly 
improved. For quite a number of years we worked without 
one holiday with pay, without a vacation with pay (which 
meant that nearly always there were those who never got 
a vacation), and without some of the other privileges 
and benefits we now enjoy. For all the expansion the busi- 
ness has made anda for all the good it has done, we give 
God the praise and the glory. I, for one, am happy about 
the progress the House and the Church has made. I am a 


stockholder in this business in more than one way, and I e - 


am a fullpledged member of the Church of God. I love 
the Church and, along with the other workers here, am 
trying to do my part wholeheartedly to help others learn
